IN 1656, A TRJGONOMETRJC SURVEY OF INDIA, CONDUCTED 6Y THE BRITISH, ESTABLISHED THAT MT EVEREST - 
KNOWN THEN AS CHOMOLUNGMA IN TIBET, AND SIMPLY AS PEAK XV TO THE BRITISH - WAS A LITTLE MORE THAN 
20,000 FEET HIGH, MAKING IT THE TALLEST MOUNTAIN IN THE WORLD NATURALLY, THIS ATTRACTED MOUNTAINEERS 
FROM ALL OVER THE WORLD, ALL EAGER TO CLIMB TO THE HIGHEST POINT ON EARTH.

IN 1921, THE FIRST EXPEDIT10N 
- A BRJTISH ONE - DID A 
RECONNAISSANCE OF EVEREST. 
AMONG THE CUMBERS WAS 
GEORGE MALLORY, WHO WOULD

SUMMIT IN 1922. AND IN 1924. 


IN 1924. MALLORY AND
